SUSK  s  First  President  -  Vera  Watowich  (nee  Zarowski) 

After  our  marriage  in  1957,  my  husband,  a  geolo- 
gist, and  I  were  posted  by  Falkonbridge  Nickel  Com- 
pany to  the  Dominican  Republic  for  a  two  year  term. 
Our  first  daughter,  Anna-Maria  was  born  there.  Next 
posting  was  to  Onaping,  Ontario  where  our  next  two  - 
Stanley,  Jr.  and  Jean  were  born.  This  was  a  three  year 
posting.  Following  this  we  were  posted  to  Rosaita,  Nica- 
ragua for  a  two  year  term.  And  then  back  to  Canada  to 
Noranda,  Quebec.  Here  we  stayed  until  1971  and  our 
three  children  -  Mark,  Greg  and  Bernadette  were  bom 
there.
